The Jury Change Their Verdict.

An extraordinary case came before Mr. Jus- 
tice Stephen at Chester Assizes yesterday. A 
ooal agent named Angus Gordon McLean, had 
been put upon trial charged with embezzling 
sums of money belonging tothe Lancashire 
Coal Company. Mr. Marshall made a forcible 
defense for the prisoner, gy that the 
accounts had only been mucdied. The whole 
deficiencies discovered amounted to about
